Natural Gas at Edmonton 

On Friday evening thousands of 
Edmonton people saw the official op- 
ening of the Edmonton gas system, 
when Mayor Duggan lighted the flame 
on the high pressure line crossing the 
Fifth steet bridge.

Arriving at the well, Mr. John Ken- 
wood, one of the directors of the com- 
pany, welcomed the party to the de- 
monstration, and Head Driller Davie 
Credille, under orders from Field Man- 
ager E. H. Campbell, with his assist- 
ants, shortly opened up the big gate 
valves on the casing head, with which 
the natural ofl ig kept under perfect 
control, thus turning the fluid into 
a series of flowing pipe lines from 
which three two-inch jets were soon 
emitting the excess gas pressure which 
had gathered in the head of the well. 
The rumble and roar form this wag a 
deafening sensation for some two or 
three minutes, and with a bubble and 
gurgle, and exclamations of ‘Here 
she comes!” the finest sample of na- 
tural oil ever found in northern Alberta 
spurted forth into the air to a height 
of within twelve or fifteen feet of 
the top of the ninety-two foot derrick 
and with the gentle breeze blowing, 
was carried a short distance from the 
drilling floor to form itself into a 
large pool of thick brown oil just to 
the east of the well site. - 

The flow continued for several min- 
utes while “the head” as it is called 
in well-drillers’ parlance, exhausted 
itself, and then again came the roar 
of the gas for another short period, 
during which the oil was breaking up 
in the sand below for another spurt, 
and go on, ad libitum. After the con- 
trol head had been closed once more 
at the close of the demonstration, 
there was a mad rush for any kind of 
container, bottles, jugs, tin cans, etc. 
and of the hundreds present at the 
time not more than a dozen left with- 
out positive proof that the well had 
come in, and that the liquid they 

ere carrying home was a true sou- 
venir of what nature hag provided in 
the. Wainwright oil field. | 

After returning to town, Mr. Cre- 
dille, who is a driller of many years’ 
oil field experience all over the conti- 
nent, in a very concise and able man- 
ner explained how the flow of the 
oil works in the bowels: of the eayth. 
He told how when the oil level in 
the well was at eighteen hundred feet 
from the eighteen foot strata of oil 
sand at the bottom of the well, he had 
started to bale the well, and after a 
period of seven consecutive - hours’ 
work with a forty-two foot baler, five 
inches in diameter, the oil could not 
be lowered below the sevontlecn hun- 
dred foot level, and that would ap- 
pear to be the constant level of the 
oil. 4 
He declared most emphatically that 
the well was one of the finest he had 
ever brought in and that there was 
every indication that the supply 
would increase from what was now 
possibly one hundred and fifty bar- 
rels a day to possibly four or -even 
five hundred \barrels daily.

MORE RECORD YIELDS 
\ 


as the threshing ‘is nearing comple- 
tion. in thig district we learn of oth- 
er yields which eclipse all previous 
records of production. Paul Stroh- 
schein, seven miles west of the city, 
a few days ago threshed 400 bushels 
of barley from an area of five acres; 
or eighty bushels to the acre. The 
barley was of excellent quality and 
weighed fifty-two pounds to the bus- 
hel, or four pounds over the standard. 
A crop of wheat was raised on the 
Same area last season. He also had a 
yield of sixty-elght bushéls of wheat 
to the acre off quite a large area. 

Herman Strohschein threshed twen- 
ty-five acres of barley, which averaged 
sixty-five bushels to the acre. 

The above yield has the “edge” on 
anything so far reported this season.
